that henceforth. the loaven und fishes would be 
ilifctiibuted among incnuf very dij'foreut char- 
ncter from themselves. 


:V caucus was hold; !.» devise' gome menus 


to prevent the Uireiitenod nppoititinctit. The 
subject wilt diiscuaiiecl, and. tho ciiuciis unan- 
imously agreed, " We shall not liricl occasion 
iityiinst this J)an"u:l, except wo find it ngainsf 
li/im concerning the law of his.Uod." Uy the 
Constitution of Babylon, u royal decree wus

If, may br? said, this after nil, was a silly 
Hcliemu to entrap Diniiol. 
Ho might omit 


his prayers to God for thirty (lays, or he 
might. offer Itifin mentally, or, if he must 
needs pray on hh KIIE-OS and audibly, he 
might ahnt himself up in his closet, arid, 
•topping the key-holo and closing his shut- 
tors, ho might satisfy bis conscience -without 
being guilty of apparent disrespect to iho 
Constitution of 'tho country. Had ho lived 
in our times, ho would have found many 
learned loachors warning the opposors of 
wicked laws, that Mwbosuover resistuth the 
power re»is>t"th tVio ordihiinco of God, und 
tlioy that roKist shall ruceive lo themselves 
iliimnnlion." 


Hut whatever ice imty think of Daniel's

withstanding its unquestioned constitutiomil- 
iiy. Hence, he throws open his window, 
nud! kneeling before it three times u clay, 
prays to tho Kiog of Heaven, in the presence 
of an excitednnd vindictive crowd. Of course, 
he is 'arrested. Tho King, now, perceiving 
the consequence of the absurd decree, strives 
to save the intended victim. But the politi- 
cians tell liitn his own honor and the author- 
ity of tho Constitution require that the pen- 
alty of tho law should be oxacted.

man, nature, nnd of course politicians, we're 
inuch'the snmo then as now, possibly they 
insisted, thut Daniel's offence was in fact h'gh 
troasqu— a levying war ugainst the Kingdom

thority, and an attempt to overthrow the Con- 
stitution.
